DOCTOR ( continued from |>agc one) 
oxperienoo in the gcncrc.l practice of 
medicine in addition to his extensive 
training in Pediatries. 

To ihoso residents of Grconbclt who 
have lived in or around Wasliington for ■ 
the past fevf years Dr. CSiristcnscn v/ill 
be remembered for his part in a drama of 
the frozen Potomac iviiich v/as enacted 
tv7o winters ago. During the extreme 
win.tcrcf 1935-36 the Potomac River be- 
can.Y 0 frozen from shore to shore and from 
its tributaries alraost to its mout}i at 
Point Lookout. Tangier Island, being 
situr.tcd in the middle of the Potomac 
some hundred miles south of Viashington, 
beccj.ic isolated from tlie rest of civili¬ 
zation, Tho several hundred inhabitenits 
of the island were unable to secure food, 
medicine, or r.icdical treatment from either 
shore. Ex peditions v/ore organized in 
both T'/ashington and Baltimore for their 
assistancem and food v/as flov/n over the 
island and dropped by airplanes and dir¬ 
igibles; in one expedition a trooper of 
tho Maryland State Police lost his life 
from cxposur«. on tlic frozen Potomac. 

Another expedition flow dev/n from Wash¬ 
ington, and although the island provided 
no airport or oven emergency landing 
field, the pilot took tho lives of him¬ 
self, two nurses and a doctor in his ov/n ha 
hr.nds and maneuvered to a safe landiiig, 
thus bringing to the isolated islands 
inha.bit.h'ntb fulfillment of one of their 
most crying needs - medical treatment. 

The doctor in this case v/as our nev/ 

Hcaltli Association physician. 

By the time this issue of the Coop¬ 
erator reaches its readers Dr, Drv^don 
vmll have left Grecnbclt for his now post 
in Richr.iond, However, Dr, Christensen 
will not have arrived in Grconbclt, as 
ho is unable to be released from his pre¬ 
sent dutios until June 30th, and while 
ho v/ill be on the job at the Health 
Center on Friday, July 1st for tho regu¬ 
lar office hours on that day, the inter¬ 
vening days v/ill bo filled by Dr, Jerry 
Fincmarm, who v/ill render this sor\*icc 
as a courtesy to Dr, Cliristcnson,
